Court room remodel reveals 
100 year old historical find

As remodeling to the 
court room in the Bracken 
County Courthouse got 
underway on Monday, 
Lebruary 23, 2015, work¬ 
ers found debris left under 
the floor boards. While the 
construction items, consist¬ 
ing of scraps of wood and 
nails, were not surprising, 
the 100 year old newspa¬ 
pers were. Several of the 
papers found dated from 
early February 1915 to ear¬ 
ly March 1915. Everyone 
was intrigued by the prices 
of the papers, 2 cents per 
issue, and 50 cents a year. 
The papers discovered 
were from The Lexington 
Herald, The Cincinnati 
Enquirer , The Cincinnati 
Post , and The American 
Citizen from Rochester, 
New York. According to 
Gary Hicks, Jr., contrac¬ 
tor during the remodel, it 
was common practice 100 
years ago to sweep what¬ 
ever small debris was left 
on the job and cover it over 
with the floor boards. The 
papers were found in the 
back right hand corner of 
the courtroom underneath 
the raised jury box. 

Mr. Hicks and his crew 


were busy last week remov¬ 
ing the raised jury box, taking 
up the old carpet and remov¬ 
ing the judge’s bench. When 
the remodel is complete, the 
straight judges bench will be 
a winged bench with room 
for four magistrates on each 
side and four seats in the 
middle for Judge Execu¬ 
tive Bush, County Attorney 
Moore, Administrative As¬ 
sistant Tina Teegarden, and 
Sheriff Niemeier. The re¬ 
model is expected to be com¬ 
pleted within 3-4 weeks. 

The papers were collect¬ 
ed and given to the Bracken 


County Historical Society 
for preservation. Accord¬ 
ing to the Historical Soci¬ 
ety, the papers were very 
dirty, some in shreds, and 
some with mildew, but 
most were still readable.

The following is a version 
of a 40 th anniversary article 
published in 1932. The editor 
of the Bracken Chronicle told 
of the events he had reported 
on over the 40 year period 
and claimed that all of the in¬ 
formation was from memory. 
The dates in the article have 
been proved to be somewhat 
inaccurate. However, this is 
a wonderful compilation of 
events in Bracken County.

Kerosine(sic) Lights, 
Rock Pavement, Horse Drawn 
Fire Engine, The Augusta 
Centennial, The Public School 
Bums, Pearl Bryan Murder, 
Bi Fire at Brooksville, Mardi 
Gras, Cloud Burst. 

Forty years ago, Augusta’s 
Street lighting consisted of 
gasoline and kerosene lights. 
The lights, enclosed in glass, 
were placed on top of a post 
about 5 feet tall, and George 
Martin carrying a short ladder 
and a torch would visit each 
lamp post, climb his ladder and 
apply the torch. This would be 
done shortly before dark, and 
for a time it was his custom 
to visit each light before day-

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light to turn the light out, this 
to save oil and gasoline, as the 
case might be. Later, George 
measured the fluid used in the 
lighting so well that the lamps 
extinguished themselves, the 
oil having been used up. 

W. C. Wittmeier, a local 
representative of a large lamp 
using kerosene, which gave an 
unusually bright light, placed 
one at Second & Upper Street. 
The light attracted much at¬ 
tention, especially moth and 
bugs, human and otherwise. 

There were many rock 
pavements all over town. 
When council ordered that 
these rocks be replaced by 
brick, the outcry came, same 
as the one a few years back 
when the change was made to 
concrete. 

Two fire engines, one had 
powered, the other worked 
with horses, and fire cisterns 
filled from surface water, was 
our fire protection. One en¬ 
gine was called Mayflower, 
the other Ranger. Fifteen or 
twenty years later, a second¬ 
hand steam fire engine was 
purchased from Cincinnati. 

The fire alarm was sound¬ 
ed by ringing the bell in the old 
Presbyterian Church building, 
upper street, on the lot now 
occupied by Augusta Motor 
Company.

Follow the 20-20-20 rule

- take a 20-second break 
every 20 minutes and view 
something 20 feet away. 

“Although ongoing 
technology use doesn’t per¬ 
manently damage vision, 
the regular, lengthy use of 
technology may lead to a 
temporary condition called 
digital eye strain,” Oliver 
said. “Symptoms can include 
burning or tired eyes, head¬ 
aches, fatigue, loss of focus, 
blurred vision, double vision, 
or head and neck pain.” 

Early research has also 
shown that overexposure to 
high-energy, short-wave- 
length blue and violet light 
emitted from electronic de¬ 
vices may also contribute to 
digital eye strain. Blue light 
could also increase the like¬ 
lihood of developing serious 
eye conditions such as age- 
related macular degenera-

Optometrists offer lens 
options including non-glare, 
filtering lenses, to help pro¬ 
tect vision from harmful blue 
light, Oliver said. 

Be a Savvy Shopper 

Shopping online can be 
great for some things but 
not for individually custom- 
made products like prescrip¬ 
tion eyeglasses. Health and 
safety trump convenience 
when it comes to eyewear. 
Internet orders often result 
in incorrect prescriptions or 
other problems with prod¬ 
ucts that get sent through 
the mail, costing consumers 
more time and money in the 
long run. 

“Eyeglasses are an in¬ 
vestment in your health and 
must be custom-fitted not 
only to be comfortable, but 
also to be sure precise pre¬ 
scription needs are met so 
that you’re actually seeing 
your best,” Oliver said. 

Skip Shortcuts 

When it comes to re¬ 
ally seeing what’s going on 
with your eyes, there is no 
substitute for a comprehen¬ 
sive, yearly eye exam by an 
eye doctor.

Boat horsepower 
restrictions lifted on eight 
small state-owned lakes; 
idle speed for 
larger motors 

Boat motor horsepower 
restrictions have been lifted 
on eight state-owned lakes. 

Previously, boaters could 
not operate a motor larger 
than 10 horsepower on these 
lakes. Boaters can now use 
the larger motors, but must 
run them at idle speed only. 
Anglers may continue to 
run boat motors that are 10 
horsepower or smaller at any 
speed. 

Waters affected by this 
regulation include Boltz, 
Bullock Pen and Corinth 
lakes in Grant County; 
Beaver Lake in Anderson 
County; Elmer Davis Lake 
in Owen County; Kincaid 
Lake in Pendleton County; 
Shanty Hollow Lake in War¬ 
ren and Edmonson counties; 
and Swan Lake in Ballard 
County. 

The restrictions were 
lifted to increase fishing ac¬ 
cess to anglers with more 
powerful boats. 

The new regulations lift¬ 
ing the horsepower limits 
received final approval too 
late for inclusion in the 2015

HMH offers 
Caregiver Affidavit 
Form on website 

In an effort to assist 
with informing the public 
in regards to the Caregiver 
Authorization Law, HMH 
will place the informational 
guide and affidavit form on 
the its website at harrison- 
memhosp.com. 

The law was passed in 
2013 (SB 176) and it allows 
a relative caregiver to sign 
an affidavit to access key 
services for children in their 
care without the need for le¬ 
gal custody or guardianship. 
Caregivers can complete an 
affidavit, under penalty of 
perjury, stating that they are 
the primary caregiver of the 
child, and then by presenting 
the form, they can authorize 
health care treatment, edu¬ 
cational services, and school 
enrollment. 

The Kentucky Youth Ad¬ 
vocates worked with an at¬ 
torney from Legal Aid to cre¬ 
ate a model affidavit which is 
essentially a form that care¬ 
givers can completed to cre¬ 
ate their own affidavit based 
on what is now statute. The 
form can be presented when 
taking a child to the doctor, 
hospital or when enrolling 
the child in school. 

The informational guide 
with instructions and the 
caregiver affidavit form are 
located on the HMH website 
at harrisonmemhosp.com un¬ 
der the tab patients and visi¬ 
tors and the category patient 
rights and safety.

The US Growers Coop¬ 
erative is providing tobacco 
growers a new option for 
marketing their excess to¬ 
bacco this season. 

US Growers Tobacco 
Company (USGTC) will pro¬ 
vide facilities where grow¬ 
ers can deliver, process, and 
store tobacco while waiting 
for prices to become favor¬ 
able. 

This will provide grow¬ 
ers an option of retaining 
ownership of their tobacco to 
hopefully catch better prices 
for their leaf in domestic and 
international markets while 
avoiding the current very 
low auction market. 

Tobacco producers will 
receive a certificate with 
pounds, type, and grade of 
tobacco when delivered to 
the facility. Once the grower 
delivers tobacco to the facil¬ 
ity it will be processed and 
co-mingled by marketable 
type and grade for longer 
storage and marketing op¬ 
portunities. 

The tobacco will be 
processed in Springfield, 
TU with Hail & Cotton and 
stored until sold. 

USGTC will sell the 
tobacco proportionally by 
type, grade, and year in both 
international and domestic 
markets. Tobacco owners 
will pay USGTC normal re¬ 
ceiving, storage and process¬ 
ing fees. The Burley Tobacco 
Growers Cooperative Asso¬ 
ciation is providing free of 
charge administrative fees. 
Tobacco owners will be paid 
when tobacco is sold, with 
all fees deducted from pay¬ 
ments, 


USGTC will advance the 
cost of processing and stor¬ 
age fees, which means there 
will be no upfront charge to 
producers who will retain an 
ownership interest in their 
tobacco.

Certified (a copy of your 
GAP card is required at time 
of delivery) 

• Tobacco must be free 
of all liens and claims of oth¬ 
er parties 

• No tobacco will be un¬ 
loaded without a scheduled 
appointment 

• Tobacco must be free 
of green, damaged, and for¬ 
eign material 

• Tobacco must be deliv¬ 
ered in proper keeping con¬ 
dition-max. moisture is 22% 

• Small bales should 
only weigh between 75-100 
lbs. and large bales between 
500-700 ibs. 

USGTC will only receive 
tobacco of higher quality. 
Typically this means we will 
only accept quality grades 
of 1-3 exactly as you would 
expect from a typical Buying 
Receiving Station this year. 
No frozen or stained leaf will 
be accepted. 


Bluegrass Beekeepers School 
this Saturday, March 7th 


The annual Bluegrass 
Beekeepers School will 
be held at Kentucky State 
University in Frankfort on 
March 7, 2015. The school 
normally attracts more than 
350 Beekeepers from across 
the state. Registration for the 
day-long event begins at 8 
am with the first session at 9 
am. The school concludes at 
3:30 pm. 

The keynote for the 
school will be delivered by 
Dr. Subba Reddy Palli, a 
professor at the University of 
Kentucky, addressing “De¬ 
velopment of RNA Interfer¬ 
ence as a Bee-safe Pest Con¬ 
trol Method.” The research, 
as described in a New York 
Times article of January 28, 
2015, attempts to develop 
target specific pesticides, 
based on an identified ge¬ 
netic sequence unique to one 
species, so as to kill a pest 
without harming beneficial 
insects. This might allow 
a pest control agent to kill 
mites without harming the 
bees. 

Other sessions through 
the day will address hive 
management, queen rearing, 
controlling pests, using and 
marketing hive products, use 
of different hive equipment, 
and planting for pollinators. 
A series of “Beginner Bee¬ 
keeping Classes” will pro¬ 
vide essential knowledge for 
those just beginning in the 
hobby.

Farm Bill Safety-Net 
Deadlines Approaching 
for Kentucky Farmers 

U.S. Department of 
Agriculture’s (USDA) Farm 
Service Agency (FSA) John 
W. McCauley today reminds 
producers of upcoming im¬ 
portant deadlines for the new 
safety-net programs estab¬ 
lished by the 2014 Farm Bill, 
known as Agriculture Risk 
Coverage (ARC) and Price 
Loss Coverage (PLC). The 
final day to update yield his¬ 
tory or reallocate base acres 
is Feb. 27, 2015, and the fi¬ 
nal day for farm owners and 


producers to choose cover¬ 
age is March 31, 2015. 

“These programs pro¬ 
vide financial protection 
against unexpected changes 
in the marketplace, so now 
is the time to have those fi¬ 
nal conversations, to ask any 
remaining questions, and to 
visit the Farm Service Agen¬ 
cy to make these decisions,” 
said McCauley. 

“For the first time in 
many years, farmers have 
the opportunity to update 
yields or reallocate base, but 
if no changes are made by 
February 27, the farm's cur¬ 
rent yield and base will be 
used,” said McCauley. “If 
no program election occurs 
by March 31, then there will 


be no 2014 payments for the 
farm and the farm will default 
to PLC coverage through the 
2018 crop year.” 

Nationwide, more than 
3,500 training sessions have 
been conducted on the new 
safety-net programs, includ¬ 
ing 43 in Kentucky. The on¬ 
line tools, available at www. 
fsa.usda.gov/arc-plc, allow 
producers to explore projec¬ 
tions on how ARC or PLC 
coverage will affect their op¬ 
eration under possible future 
scenarios.
